What the Boys have Done During the 
Year—Crowds of Visitors Inspect Their 
Work—Successful Students—List of 
Graduates. 


The annual yearly exhibition of the work 
of the students of the Manual Training 
School commenced this morning. ‘The entire 
building was thrown open to the public. and 
from ten o’clock until three a steady stream 
of visitors filed through the rooms anxious 
to inspect the result of the year’s labors, 
The greatest interest naturally centered ig 
the workshops, where the boys were en- 
gaged in the ordinary business of their school- 
day. In the wood-turning shop they were 
occupied in manufacturing a miniature 
naval port, the model being drawn in crayon 


on the blackboard. All of the boys handle 


their tools with the expertness of journey- 


men turners, and the exhibition of their skill 


was most interesting. In one of the rooms 
in the basement were displayed a great num- 
ber of specimens of work in wood turning 
the

IN THE BLACKSMITH SHOP 

the boys were at work, under the direction 
of Director Charies E, Jones, making iron 
tools. Although the place was hot and 
grimy with the smoke of twenty fires, the 
crowd of visitors was as large as it was in 
other parts of the building. The students 
were clad in blouses and overalls, their faces 
were covered with coal dust and their hands 
were hard with toil, yet they did not sbrink 
from the advance of strangers, but rather 
seemed to invite scrutiny. Mr. Jones ex- 
plained that work in the shop had hardened 
their youthful frames as no other exercise 
could, and that the boys discharged al! of 
the hard duties assigned them with the 
utmost cheerfulness. During the year 
the students in the blacksmith shop, besides 
their regular work, have manufactured a 
number of special pieces, many of which are 
really admirable and are the best proof of 
the efficiency attained. 

‘The students in the machine shup had on 
exhibition a number of engines made en- 

tirely by themselves. Willie Ittner is the 
builder of a five-horse power steam engine 
with a capacity of 300 revolutions per min- 
ute, and Willie Roth designed and built an 
eligine of the same power. In all, five steam 
engines were made by as many students, but 
the two which have been mentioued 
were pointed out as deserving of par- 
ticular mention. They are  bona-fide 
steam engines, not tuys, and can do their 
work as Well as the same class of engines 
manufactured in any machine-shops in the 
country. When it is stated that the work- 
manship is entirely thatof the boys them- 
selves, with no assistance trom outsiders, 
the best proof is put forward of the raison 
d’etre of the Manual Training School.

How Criminals Escape the Clutch- 
es of the Law Through Them, 


And the Officers Show Undeserved Leniency 
to Bondsmen by Setting Aside Forfeitures-- 
A Subject for Grand Jury Investigation. 


The original idea of the bondsman, accord- 
ing to the old common law, was to make him 
the private jailer of the defendant. It 
was contemplated that he should be thor- 
oughly responsible and any failure on his 
part to discharge the duties of that 
office or to bring the body of his 
constructive prisoner before the twelve good 
men and true was to be visited with punish- 
ment not commensurate with that of a 
negligent goaler, but having the same object 
in view. The law is still the same, but the 
interpretation placed upon it by the St. Louis 
courts during recent years has effect- 
ed acomplete change in the matter of 
giving bonds. A criminal with a bad 
case now makes his calculations on the 
chances of getting out through a forfeited 
bond. In the past the courts have given in- 


dications of a mistaken idea of leniency in 
dealing with bondsmen for criminals, releas- 
ing securities from all responsibility by set- 
ting aside the forfeiture and continuing the 
cases, generally at the uest of the 
bond-givers for time in which to recapture 
the fugitive. 
THESE CONTINUANCES 

enerally, insteady of being temporary en- 

ries, usually find place among the dusty 
records on the top shelves, allowing a crimi- 
nal to escape and aconniving bondsman to 
pocketa handsome profit for the slender 
chances he has taken in the transaction. No 
matter how complete the arrangements 
of the courts may be to prevent this obstruc- 
tion to justice, the lawyers manage to con- 
tinue these matters until a change of admin- 
istration, when a new force of officers take 
charge and begin work eg regardiess of 
the unfinished business of their predeces- 
sors, Which is usually left to go on the rec- 
ords in this shape. During the latter half 
of 1882 Judge Laughiin was suffering from 
ill-health, and during those terms disposed of 
few cases, and accordingly had no forfeited 
bonds during that time. Since last Decem- 
ber, during Judge Van Wagoner’s occupancy 
of the criminal bench, only four bonds have 
been forfeited.

LARGE BOND HOLDERS. 


The People Who Own Millions of United 
States Bonds. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The June pay- 
ments of interest on registered bonds are 
now being made and several people are get- 
ting very large sums of money on their very 
large holdings of bonds. Vanderbilt gets 
the largest sum of anybody in this country. 
He now holds about $37,000,000 in bonds, 
though this is about $13,000,000 Jess than he 
held a year ago, some of this having been 
“called” in during the past twelve months, 
Mrs. A. T. Stewart has about $30,- 
000,000 in bonds. Jay Gould has 
about $25,000,000, one half of which are 
registered, the remainder being kept for use 
as collaterals on Wall street. Flood, the 
California millionaire, has about $15,000,000, 
and there are several partiesin New York 
and Boston holding $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 
each. Whitelaw Reid's father-in-law, D. O. 
Mills, hotds, it is said, $4,000,000. A very 
large proporiion of our bonded indebtedness 
is, however, held abroad. The Rothschild 
family, including al! its branches, hold, it is 
said, over $300,000,000. Baron Leopold and 
Sir Matthew Rothschild hold about $30,000,- 
OOO apiece. Others of the family hold $20,- 
000,000 or so apiece. Government bonds are 
not invery high favor with capitalists as 
investments now, because of the low rates of 
interest paid, yet the demand for them by 
national banks to keep up their circulation 
keeps them at a premium,

LAYING THE LIME-DUST. 


Efforts Will Be Made to Bring 
Sprinkling Companies to Time. 


There are some people in St. Louis who 
are sick of one of the chief summer attrac- 
tions of the city—its flying lime-dust—and 
it looks just now as if there would bean 
effort of some worthy kind to put and keep 
the volatile article down. A sprinkling or- 
dinance has been agitated for some time, but 
as the municipal government isin the atti- 
tude of a blind begger with his hand held out 
towards tle charitable, there is little hope that 
the $13,000, which it is estimated would be 
required to have the work done, can be got 
into and out of the treasury in a manner 


sufficiently graceful to cause citizens to feel 
any pride in the achievement. A Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter who met Delegate Sulli- 
van, of the Twelfth Ward, this morning, 
learned from him that a project was on foot 
to bring street aprinkling within the reach 
of all, and to compel the companies now 
making magnificent fortunes out of the busi- 
ness of restoring its juiciness to the mud of 
the streets, to treat the public with some 
fairness and give their enterprise the appear- 
ance of honesty and reasonabieness at least. 
“I have been urged,” said Mr. Sullivan, 
“by Mr. F. A. Drew and otbers to introduce 
an ordinance into the House, and wiil do so, 
if not now, atany rate during the next ses- 
sion, establishing the uniform rate of one- 
half a cent a foot for street sprinkling. Such 
& measure will materially interfere with the 
profits ot the companies now harvesting for- 
tunes in the business, but it will bea good 
thing forthe public, who are now at the 
mercy of these corporations. The charges at 
present vary from three to twenty cents per 
month for every front foot of sprinkling that 
is done, and frequentiy if two or three 
residents or property -nolders ina block re- 
fuse to pay their quota, the company ar 
down its foot and ye no sprinkling shall 
be done in that block, and it is not done 
ther.

$4 per month is charged for about the same 
space, and out along the fashionable streets 
equally exorbitant raies are made. Just 
think of it. There were six or seven of 
those companies in existence some 
time ago and they have been growing 
so numerous that Il woud! not be surprised 
if there were now twelve or fifteen of them 
in operation. I understand they run over 
400 wagons, and one of those wagons can 
cover five miles ina day easily, thatis two 
and a half miles up one side ofa street and 
down the other. There are between 200 
and 300 miles of macadamized streets; double 
that number, multiply it by 5,280 feet and 
then make an estimate of the sprinkling 
com panies’ receipts for a single month at an 
average of ten cents a foot. There are 
probably eight sprinkling months in the 
year. ushing the multiplication process a 
little farther you can get the annual 
receipts, which go beyond $2,000,000. I 
do not know whether these companies 
pay anything much to the city for the water 
they use. It must be very little at any rate, 
and there is the enormous profit that comes 
ln some 
places am 4 sprinkle twice a day; in others 
they sprinkle once in two days. The whole 
business is done at the companies’ leisure 


and pieasure, at the present time, and what 


we want to do is to make them feel that they 


cannot oppress the people either with exor- 


bitant charges for the work that is done, or 
by refusing to sprinkle because a resident or 
two ina block declines to pay the assess- 
ment. I have spoken to several delegates 
and others about this matter, and I think, if 
we can do nothing else, we can reguiate the 
rates for street sprinkling, and bring them 
within the reach of reason and right.”
